His was a busy and p.vantful life. 


He has been identified witli the busi- 
ness interests of Southern Ohio for 
the last half ceutury. He was known 
and respected for his sterling business 
qualifications in inany states in the 
union. Ilia busy life-work ended at 
12 o'clock last night at the residence 


ihe.only son among sixchildrerj,apd all 
of his sisters who are now living re- 
side still in Jackson county. He re- 
ceived his education in Alexandria, 
D. C., and in Jackson county, but the 
most of his earlier life was passed in 
"arming and furnace work. Fortune 
seemed to locate him unfavorably for 
obtaining a literary education. Pub- 
lic schools;at that time were very rare 
and he could take advantage of even 
the meager accommodations but oc- 
casionally, as he had his invalid par- 
ents and five sisters to provide for. 
He often had to walk forty miles to 
an iron furnace, where, by uardlator, 
at very low .wages, he could earn 
money enough to make both ends 
meet. Thus lie continued to work 
his way alcng,-even after he had, by 
dint 
of 
perseverance, 
attained 


sufficient education to secure a cer- 
tificate to teach in the 
common 


schools, in which vacation he found 


parents, but also of five sisters.

often referred to this portion of bis 
life as furnishing a severe but whole- 
some discipline, by which he learned 
the virtues of self-denial, industry 
and frugality, and also that which so 
few young men learn only too late— 
the worth of a dollar, and to this ' ex- 
perience he now attributes his finan- 
cial success in'after life.

He has been a constant sufferer for 


a number of years with a complica- 
tion, of kidney troubles, which re- 
cently developed into^a bad form of 
Bright's disease and hastened his 
death. 
He went to Columbus No- 


vember 19th, hoping bis old physi- 
cian, Dr. Rankin, in whom he had so 
much confidence, could afford him 
some relief. 
He was taken to the 


Columbus hospital, where 
it was 


thought he could be more directly 
under the care of the physicians, and 
where they were better equipped to! 
handle his case, but he was not satis- 
fied; he longed for the loving care of 
a home surrounding, and waa taken 
to the residence of his eldest daugh- 
ter, to whom he naturally turned for 
comfort and strength in his aflHction, 
and with whom he lias spent consid- 
erable time since the death of his 
wife, which occurred September 15th, 
1894.At his bedside when the death 
angel separated his spirit from the 
pain-racked body, were all his chil- 
dren, except Herbert, who returned 
to Portsmouth with Mrs. James A.

Virginia. 
His 


father, at the time of his birth, was 
carrying on a mercantile business in 
Washington City and Alexandria and 
in 1833 came to Ohio and located on 
a farm near Springfield. 
In 1836 he 


moved to Lawrence county and for 
two years was employed at 
the 


Vesuvius and La Grange furnaces. In 
March, IS3S, he located in Jackson 
county and engaged in farming until 
bis death in October, 1851. He was 
an ardent Henry Clay whig politi- 
cally! and a prominent member of 
the Methodist church. James D. was 


a compensation of from tea to fifteen 
dollars per month. 


On August llth, 1846, he:was mar- 


ried to Sarah J. Boas, of Jackson, 
daughter of Rotert Ross, and grand- 
daughter of Judge Ross, of Gallia 
county. The fruit of this union were 
six children. The eldest daughter, 
Josephine R., is the wife of F. Hi 
Miller, of Columbus-, HortenseV., is 
the wife of Rev. T. L. Hughes, now 
of Piqua, and the third daughter is 
Mrs. Rachael A. Bentley, of Colum- 
rs!:.s. Tho sons are James Robert 
secretary 
and 
treasurer 
of 
the 


Ohio Stove Co., this city; Eugene 
Herbert, who formerly handled tiieir 
)usioess at Bloom Furnace, and Earl 
Slanton, the superintendent of their 
Portsmouth foundry. 


In the fall of 1847 he engaged in 


teaching at Ohio Furnace,% Scioto 
county, where he spent two years in 
giving instructions and clerking in a 
store. In 1849 he located on ;a farm 
in Jackson county and continued in 
that occupation, together with teach- 
ing in the winter time, until the fall 
of°lS52. 
At this time, when just 


thirty years of age, he commenced 
merchandising at Cross Roads Sta- 
tion, on what is now the Portsmouth 
branch of the B. & O. S-W. In 1854 
he engaged in the saw-mill business 
in addition to his store and in 1859 
added a girst mill. In June 1865, he, 
with others, established a private 
bank in Jackson under the firm name 
of Kinney, Bundy & Co., afterwards 
Chapman, Clare & Co., and since the 
First National bank of Jackson, of 
which he continued as vice-president. 
In 1368 he formed one of a number 
who purchased the Madison Furnace, 
which, up to its assignment for pur 
pose of settlement a few months ago 
was conducted under the name o 
Clare, Duduit & Co. In 1872 he 
helped to establish the Ohio Stove 
Co., of which he was president at the 
time of his death. Heat different 
times has been prominently connected 
with Bloom furnace, this county, and 
the Huron furnace at Jackson. 


Since November, 1873, he has lived 


in Poitsmouth, where he had a tele- 
phone in his office connecting him 
with his foundry, with one furnace 
twenty miles away and another forty 
miles away, the wires passing directly 
along the way he used to trudge 
when a youth, seeking employment, 
at thirteen dollars per month. 


A Methodist in religious belief, he 


has held various official positions in 
that hody, and was for many yeais a 
member of Bigelow M. E. church of 
this city. 
Politically, he was form- 


erly a Whig, but later a Republican. 
To supplement h>s early eager priv- 
ileges for learning, he read 
and 


studied much in private, and was not 
only a teacher for many years, hut 
las always been an ardent friend 
to 


all educational progress, and while 
residing at Cross Roads Station was a 
member of the school board, and to 


December 24th, at 10 a. m., standard 
time, from the family residence, cor- 
ner of Eighth and Chillicothe streets. 
The services will be conducted by 
Rev. J. W. Dillon, presiding elder of 
this district, aud formerly pastor of 
Bigelow church. 
The pall-bearers 


will be the three sons—Robert, Her- 
bert and Earl Clare—and three son-- 
in-law of the deceased—Rev. T. L.
